“men at least), is the pernicious habit so 


largely indulged of reading pewspa- 
pers while riding in the surface cars or 
omnibuses. The jolting or swaying mo- 
tion of the car or bus causes an unsteadi- 
ness of hand, which makes the type ap- 
pear blurred and uncertain. Thesteadier 
easy motion of the care on the elevated 
roads has done much toward the preser- 
vation of the eyesight of those who find 
that they must read while en route and 
who patronize the rial mode of transit.“ 
“When does one become conscious of 
failing visual power? was asked. 
„Ons first begins to discover that he is 
losing his keenness of vision when tho 
sigus along the streets and distant objects 
are not easily discernible without a con- 
scious effort, accompanied by a painful 
straining and extension of the pupil. When 
one is convinced that his eyesight is fail- 
ing him he should not delay a moment 
before consulting an oculist.”” se... - —-~ 
“Is not near sightedness sometimes 
hereditary?”’ ~~ — 
“T believe hereditary influence to be of 
great effect in causing short sight. I 
have known large families, whose mem- 
bers, fram the youngest to the oldest, 
were afflicted with weak eyes or a too 
short range of vision. The sight can be 
preserved and prevented from growing 
poorer only by the use of proper glasses 
at the proper time. A dangerous mistake 
too often made, is that of wearing glasses 
which are either too weak or what is 
worse, too strong for the requirement of 
the eye. a

The Egyptian Mode of Doing It, and an

I need stato only three facts to show the 
rapidity of evaporation in Upper Egypt. 
Water too warm to drink is put into a 
porous jar and placed in the wind, though 
in the sun ina half hour it is as cool as 
good spring water. At night, exposed to 
a breeze, even when the breeze is rather 
warm, before morning it_becomes almost 
ice-cold. N ~~? — § 

The night of my arrival here I took a 
pouring bath on a balcony. The wind 
was balmy, but fresh. The rapid evapo- 
ration so chilled me that I could not stay 
out long enough for my bath. 

At the foot of the cataract we took a 
swim in the Nile. We wore our under 
clothes for bathingsuits. We hung them 
up before our state- rooms to dry. In 
ten minutes they were dry enough to 
be worn. 

We have all heard of the universal habit 
of all Africans to anoint themselves with 
oil, and travelers speak of it as a nasty 
habit. It is, however, necessary in very 
hot and very dry climates to prevent the 
cracking of the skin. An English officer 
told me that during the hot winds on the 
Upper Nile bis face and hands chapped 
worse than they ever d., in a cold cli- 
mate cha pped even to bleeding badly. 

I have found fresh, white butter quite 
as pleasant on my bands as on my toast. 

The boys have felt no inconvenience 
from the winds. My hands are very sen- 
sitive to the effect of a dry, dusty atmos- 
phere. At Assouan we were in the sun 
during two days. We did not use our 
umbrellas, our pith hats being quite com- 
fortable, and yet we were just on the edge 
of the tropics.—Carter Harrison. 


* ILLUSTRATING VOCAL PROGRESS. ‘ 


Synopsis of Exposition of the Holt Sys- 
tem of Musical Instruction. 
Frank Damrosch delivered in New York 
recently a lecture on The Best Methods 

of Vocal Instruction in Our Schools.“ 

The discourse, which consisted of an 
exposition of the Holt system of musical 
instruction, was Illustrated by 21 little 
tots from the Workingmen’s School of 
the Society of Ethnical Culture, who had 
been under instruction about eight 
months. 


The Holt system is founded upon the 
principle of rhythm, which Mr. Damrosch 
defined as a mental conception, the regu- 
lar recurrence of accented sounds. 

The principle as applied tothe music 
score was demonstrated by the use of a 
pendulum operated by the speaker. The 
varied oscillations of this instrument 
marked the different tempi and took the 
place of beating time by hand, which was 
considered detrimental to the pupil’s pro- 
gress by reason of the motion of the hand 
attracting the pupil's attention at the ex- 
pense of the ear, which should be kept 
free from any influence. ~

Tux police of the Chickasaw Nation 


by Mr. E. C. Hardy of the Oasis 
Ranch,“ at the Railroad House, Mr. 
A. W. Gobble proprietor, and after a 
short stop was soon on my way behind 
two fine horses, over a well-beaten 
road, to the above ranch, some seven- 
teen miles south of the Central Pacific 
railroad, The valley through which 
we drove is fully 300 miles long, reach- 


ing all the way to the Colorado river, 


and is bounded by the Goshute moun- 
tains on the west and the Hardy 
mountains on the east side: It isa 
very inviting valley, and one in which 
I think much money will yet be accu- 
mulated by industrious husbandmen. 
There is no question in my mind but 
that eventually artesian wells in 
abundance will dot its rich soil and 
make it, in its entirety, as blooming 
as the ranch I am about to describe. 
The Oasis Ranch is owned by E. C. 
Hardy, one of the best known horse- 
men in Nevada, and embraces over 
2.000 acres of rich bottom land, most 
of which are under cultivation, From 
my observations I inferred that all 
these lands had once been the bed of 
a great inland sea. As it is at present 
water can be obtained in almost any 
part of them at an average depth of 
from two and one-half toeighteen feet. 
At a depth of three or four feet there 
is an underlying strata of a clayish 
formation which -retains moisture 
marvelously. Hence, [ concluded that 
alfalfa, when carefully sown and 
watered on the surface properly, once 
takes root, that its growth would be 
both perpetual and enormous and 
thereby prove profitable to the agri- 
culturalists interested. Mr. Hardy 
raises large quantities of this succulent 
plant for cattle purposes and proposes 
to sow his broad acres with greater 
quantities of it in the near future.

Since then 
he has constructed a large ditch, some 
two miles long, which conveys the wa- 
ter of Hotcreek to wherever he wishes 
to direct it; besides, thore is another, 
eight miles in length, which taps the 
‘water-sheds in the mountains beyond 
and supplies ample water for irrigating 
purposes. There is no question but 
that good results must follow, and that 
not only alfalfa, but rye, oats, wheat 
and grasses will be produced here in 
abundance. The latter grows wild 
and in great quantities here. Small 
fields of alfalfa, Australian rye grass, 
red-top and timothy have been sown 
the present year and judging from. ap- 
rances give promise of rich yields.

Some of these 
horses had sires that cost as much as 
one dollar per pound, and their propa- 
ion here bids fair to place Nevada 
in the front rank of the racing world in 
afew short years.

* Prof. Agassiz says that all the materials 
on which agriculture depends are decom- 
posed rocks, not so much rocks that un- 
derlie the soil, but those on the surface 
and brought from considerable distances, 
and ground to powder by the rasp of gla- 
ciers. The penetration of water into the 
rocks, frost, runhiug pater and baking 
suns have done something, but ice vastly 
more. — 

In a former age the whole of the United 
States was covered with ice several thou- 
sand feet thick, and this ice moving from 
north to south by the attraction of tropi- 
cal warmth or pressing weight of ice or 
snow behind, ground the rocksover which 
it passed into the paste we call the soil.
